— The President is pleased to award 
the President’s Police and Fire Services Medal for 
gallantry to the undermentioned officer of the Madhya 
Pradesh Police: — 

Name of the officer and rank. — Shxi Babulal, Con- 
stable No. 169 (deceased), Government Railway Police, 
Nagpur. 


No. 32-Pres./53. — The President has been pleased to 
award the Police Medal for gallantry to the under- 
mentioned officer of the Uttar Pradesh Police: — 

Name of the officer and rank. — -Shri Nanak Chand, 
Constable No. 400 C.P. (deceased), Aligarh District. 

Statement of services for which the decoration has 
been awarded. — On receipt of information in the even- 
ing of July 9, 1951 that a gang of dacoits had gone 
along a canal bank with the intention of committing 
a dacoity, Sub-Inspector Babu Khan, Station Officer, 
Iglas, immediately proceeded in that direction along 
with a few constables from his thana, including Con- 
stable Nanak Chand and an armed guard, in order to 
intercept the gang. 


Statement of services for which the decoration has 
been awarded. — On 30th January 1953 Constable Babu- 
lal spotted on the Nagpur railway station platform 
two habitual criminals, Nandya Mahar and Sheikh 
Daud, who were wanted by the Government Railway 
Police, Nagpur, in two previous cases. Constable 
Babulal caught hold of Sheikh Daud and, with the help 
of Constable Mansaram, marched both the culprits to 
the Police Station. On the way Nandya Mahar took out 
a knife, but was prevented by Constable Mansaram 
from using it. Sheikh Daud, in the meanwhile, took 
out a ‘bichua’ frprn his pocket, but the constable did 
not loosen his grip at the sight of the naked weapon, 
The criminal then drove the ‘bichua’ six inches deep 
into the constable’s left thigh, cutting the main artery 
and veins. Despite this serious wound which bled pro- 
fusely, Constable Babulal dragged the culprit on, imtii 
he staggered and fell down due to loss of blood. He 
was removed to the hospital immediately, but in spite 
of all possible medical aid succumbed to the injury. 

Constable Babulal displayed outstanding bravery and 
devotion to duty for which he ultimately laid down his 
life. 


2. This award is made for gallantry under rule 4(i) 
of the Rules governing the award of the President’s 
Police and Fire Services Medal and consequently 
carries with it the special allowance admissible to 
officers of and below the rank of Inspector of Police 
as provided in Rule No. 5. 


On reaching the canal bridge near village Beohara 
about mid-night, the Sub-Inspector decided to wait 
there for the gang. Soon after, they heard foot-steps 
of some persons whom they took to be ordinary 
villagers; but when these men were within 8 yards of 
the bridge, the Sub-Inspector realised that they were 
dacoitSj and challenged them. One of them replied 
immediately by opening fire. The Sub-Inspector at 
once lay down on the ground, but Constable Nanak 
Chand charged at the dacoits and came to grips with 
the one who had opened fire with his revolver. This 
led to reopening of fire by the dacoits as a result of 
which Constable Nanak Chand received two bullet 
wounds: Almost simultaneously the Police opened fire 
and shot dead the dacoit with the revolver. The con- 
stable was immediately rushed to the hospital at 
Aligarh, but did not survive. 

Besides the dacoit who was shot dead, another was 
arrested with a S.B.B.L. 12 bore gun, The gang left 
behind a bag, which was found to contain two country- 
made 12 bore revolver and a number of cartridges. 
The Sub-Inspector also snatched a D.B.B.L. gun from 
one of the dacoits who managed to escape. 

In this encounter Constable Nanak Chand showed 
courage and bravery of a very high order and gave 
his life in the discharge of his duty. 

2. This award is made for gallantry under rule 4(i) 
of the Rules governing the award of the Police Medal 
and consequently carries with it the special allowance 
admissible to officers of and below the rank of Inspector 
of Police as provided in Rule No, 5.

Subject: — Import of Coconut Oil. 

No. 120-ITC(P.N.)/53. — According to the policy 
announced for the import of coconut oil falling under 
S. No. 02 of Part IV in Appendix ‘A’ to the policy Red 
Book for July — December 1953, established importers 
can utilise only half the face value of the licences for 
import in the form of coconut oil, the other half being 
utilised for the import of copra or coconut kernel. 
With a view to making larger supplies of coconut oil 
available in the country immediately, it has been de- 
cided that quota licences issued or to be issued for 
coconut oil for the July — December 1953 period may 
be utilised for the import of the oil upto two-thirds of 
the face value of the' licences the remaining one- third 
being utilised for the import of copra or coconut kernel 
only. 

2, Licences issued already need not be presented to 
the licensing authorities for amendment of endorse- 
ments. The Customs authorities have been advised to 
allow clearance of coconut oil upto two-thirds of the 
value of the licence held, 

Subject: — Licensing of cotton seed oil .falling under 
Serial No. 61(a) of Part IV for the period 
July — December, 1953. 

No. 121-ITC(PN)/53. — The attention of the importers 
is invited to the entries against Serial No. 61(a) of 
Part IV of the Import Trade Control Schedule" in the 
Red Book for the period July — December 1953, where- 
in it has been indicated that no licences for vegetable 
non-essential oils will be issued for the current half 
year. 

2. In view however of continuing shortages of edible 
oils for the manufacture of vanaspati etc., it has been 
decided to consider applications, on merits, for licences 
for the import of cotton seed oil falling under Serial 
No. 61(a) of Part IV from both dollar and soft currency 
areas to established importers and actual users like 
vanaspati manufacturers and other similar consumers 
of vegetable oils. 

3. In dealing with these applications the following 
considerations will be taken into account: — 

(i) The applicant’s financial ability to import the 
commodity upto the quantity and value applied 
for. 

(ii) The applicant’s standing in the vegetable oils 
trade. 

Importers should in their own interest submit as 
much information as possible with the application in 
order to enable the licensing authorities to weigh the 
merits of the case and to decide the value for "which 
licences should be granted. 

4. Applications should be made In the form and 
manner prescribed in the Rett Book and should reach 
the licensing authority at the ports concerned as soon 
as possible and in any case not later than the 30th 
August, 1953. Licences will be valid for shipment 
upto 30th September 1953.

RESOLUTION 

Tariffs 

New Delhi, the 29 th August 1953 

No. 28 (2) -T.B./53. — The Tariff Commission has sub- 
mitted its report on the continuance of protection or 
assistance to the Plywood and Teachest Industry on 
the basis of an enquiry undertaken by it under section 
11(c) read with sections 13 and 15 of the Tariff Com- 
mission Act, 1951. 

Government accept the main recommendation of the 
Commission that the existing protective duty of 314 
per cent, ad valorem should continue for a further 
period of 4 years with effect from 1st January 1954. 

Government note with satisfaction the improvement 
in the quality of Indian teachests to which the Com- 
mission has referred in its report. As recommended 
by the Commission, the Teachest Committee will be 
asked to collect data regarding the actual experience 
of consumers about the panels manufactured with 
different species of timber and to make suitable re- 
commendations for the revision of the present schedule 
relating to different species of timber in the tentative 
specifications of the Indian Standards Institution. 
Government also accept the recommendation of the 
Commission that there should be stricter inspection by 
Government Inspectors before approval is granted to 
new factories. 

The actual volume of production in 1952 was 4.5 
million sets as against a demand of 6 million sets per 
annum estimated by the Commission. The Commission 
has expressed the view that taking the stock position 
at the end of 1952 into account, no imports would be 
needed in 1953, but if the tea position improves, a small 
quantity of teachests to cover the gap between 
domestic production and requirements will need to be 
imported. The Commission has, further suggested that 
in that event the system of linking import with pur- 
chases from the domestic industry, which was in force 
at one time, should be continued. 

The import policy for the two half years of 1953, 
has already been announced. No imports were licensed 
during January — June 1953, and only a small quota of 
5 per cent, has been announced during July — December
